WESTERN EIVE AGREED, PENDING INSTRUCTIONS, THAT IF 

THE DRAFT TEXTS ON LESOTHO AND BOTSWANA REMAIN UNCHANGED, 

THEY PROBABLY WOULD BE ABLE TO SUPPORT THEM. 

SC PRESIDENT HOUNGAVOU (BENIN), AFTER BEING TOLD 
BY THE US AND UK THERE SHOULD NOT BE AN SC MEETING ON 
RHODESIAN SANCTIONS WITHOUT PRIOR AGREEMENT ON A RESOLU- 
TION, SAID THE AERICANS DO NOT WANT TO BRING UP THE ISSUE 
PREMATURELY, DO WANT PROGRESS, AND HE WILL CONSULT

2. RUMORS OE POSSIBLE NORTH-SOUTH SUMMIT - 

RUMOR, WHICH APPEARS TO HAVE BEEN FLOATED BY A

PROPOSE A NORTH-SOUTH SUMMIT MEETING LATER THIS YEAR,

AMIN AGREED TO MAINTAIN CONTACT WITH THE SYG, AND FARAH 
ASSURED AMIN THE SYG WOULD OBSERVE THE PRINCIPLE OF CON- 
FIDENTIALITY WITH RESPECT TO THE SUBSTANCE OF THE DIS- 
CUSSIONS. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - USUN 1610) 

4. DIRECT BROADCAST SATELLITES - 

DALTON (UK) GAVE MISOFF AN AIDE-MEMOIRE ON DIRECT 
BROADCAST SATELLITES (DBS) AND PROPOSED THAT CONSULTA- 
TIONS BE HELD IN LONDON PRIOR TO THE VIENNA JUNE 20- JULY 1 
SESSION OE THE OUTER SPACE COMMITTEE. THE BRITISH FEEL 
IT IS NOT YET CLEAR WHETHER THERE IS IN FACT SCOPE FOR 
REACHING EINAL AGREEMENT ON DBS PRINCIPLES AT VIENNA, AND 
IT WOULD BE IN THE INTERESTS OF WESTERN COUNTRIES TO 
COORDINATE THEIR POSITIONS. THEY ARE GIVING THE SAME AIDE- 
MEMOIRE TO AUSTRALIA, AUSTRIA, BELGIUM, ERG, FRANCE, ITALY, 
JAPAN AND SWEDEN. (CONEIDENTIAL - USUN 1608) 

5. COMMITTEE ON RESTRUCTURING - 

THE AD HOC COMMITTEE ON RESTRUCTURING OE THE 
ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL SECTORS OF THE UN CONCLUDED ITS 
SESSION MAY 20 ON A RATHER SERIOUS NOTE, AETER AGREEING 
TO MEET AGAIN EOR A FEW DAYS BETWEEN SEPT. 6 AND 9 IN 
NEW YORK. FOR ABOUT THREE QUARTERS OE THE TIME SINCE 
THE COMMITTEE WAS ESTABLISHED, VARIOUS NATIONAL, REGIONAL 
AND SECRETARIAT VESTED INTERESTS HAVE WARILY SOUGHT TO 
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GIVE LIP SERVICE TO THE CAUSE OE "RADICAL REFORM" WHILE 
PRESERVING THE STATUS QUO WITH RESPECT TO THEIR OWN PARTI- 
CULAR DOMAINS. BY THE END OE THE SESSION, AGREEMENT WAS

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6. COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA AND LOS - 

CANADIANS RAISED THE QUESTION OF PARTICIPATION 
OF COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA IN THE LAW OF THE SEA CON- 
FERENCE, AND THE BRITISH SAID IE THE COUNCIL WERE TO BE 
GRANTED A VOTE THEY WOULD ASK EOR A VOTE AND VOTE AGAINST 
IT, ON GROUNDS THE COUNCIL IS NOT A STATE. US, CANADA 
AND ERG, PENDING INSTRUCTIONS, WERE WILLING TO lOIN A 
CONSENSUS TO ALLOW THE COUNCIL TO PARTICIPATE AND VOTE, 

BUT IN THE EVENT OF A VOTE WOULD REGISTER MISGIVINGS AND 
ABSTAIN. (DURING THE LOS MEETING, PRESIDENT AMERASINGHE

COUNCIL AND SAID HE COULD "PARTICIPATE FULLY, WITH THE

7. LOS GENERAL COMMITTEE - 

SPEAKERS IN THE COMMITTEE MAY 23 EXPRESSED GENERAL 
AGREEMENT WITH THE MAIN LINES OF PROPOSALS PUT 
FORWARD IN A NOTE BY PRESIDENT AMERASINGHE (SRI LANKA) 

ON ORGANIZATION OF THE WORK OE THE SESSION (A/CONF.62. 

BUR/5). THERE WERE TWO CHANGES EROM THE PRESIDENT'S 
ORIGINAL PROPOSALS - THE DECISION TO AUTHORIZE THE OF- 
FICERS OF COMMITTEES II AND III TO CONSULT ON THE ORGANI- 
ZATION OF THEIR WORK IN THE INITIAL STAGE OF THE SESSION, 

AND THE DECISION TO LEAVE FOR A LATER STAGE THE PROCEDURE 
TO BE EOLLOWED IN PREPARING THE CONSOLIDATED TEXT. IN 
INTRODUCING HIS PROPOSALS, AMERASINGHE SAID THAT THEY 
FOLLOWED IN "ALMOST EVERY DETAIL " THE RECOMMENDATIONS MADE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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BY THE GENERAL COMMITTEE LAST SEPTEMBER. CONCERN THAT 
THE WORK OF COMMITTEES II AND III MIGHT BE DELAYED WAS 
EXPRESSED BY IRAQ, COLOMBIA, SINGAPORE, POLAND, BRAZIL, 
TURKEY AND UGANDA. COMMENTS WERE MADE ALSO BY CHILE, 

USSR, PERU, FRANCE AND TUNISIA. 

8. LAW OF THE SEA CONFERENCE - 

THE LOS CONFERENCE OPENED ITS SIXTH SESSION MAY 
23 AND HEARD SYG WALDHEIM WARN THAT "THE INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNITY CANNOT AFFORD FAILURE TO PRODUCE AN AGREEMENT.” 
PRESIDENT AMERASINGHE (SRI LANKA) ALSO WARNED THAT "IN- 
DICATIONS ARE THAT UNLESS WE REACH AGREEMENT WITHIN A 
MATTER OF TWO MORE SUBSTANTIVE SESSIONS, INCLUDING THIS 
ONE - AND I DO NOT INCLUDE THE FINAL CARACAS SESSION - 
EVENTS WOULD HAVE OVERTAKEN US." THE CONFERENCE AGREED 
THAT THE FIRST THREE WEEKS OF THE PRESENT SESSION SHOULD 
BE DEVOTED TO INTERNATIONAL SEABED MATTERS BEING DISCUSSED 
BY COMMITTEE I. WAY WAS LEFT OPEN FOR NEGOTIATIONS ON 
OTHER MATTERS DURING THIS INITIAL PHASE AND FOR OTHER 
CHAIRMEN TO DECIDE ON THE ORGANIZATION OF THEIR WORK, BUT 
THE PRESIDENT SUGGESTED THAT IF THE OFFICERS OF COMMITTEES 
II AND III DECIDE TO GO AHEAD WITH THE WORK OF THEIR COM- 
MITTEES DURING THE INITIAL PHASE THEY SHOULD GIVE 
DELEGATIONS A WEEK TO BRING THEIR EXPERTS ON THOSE 
MATTERS TO NEW YORK. 

THE PRESIDENT WAS AUTHORIZED, AFTER THE FIFTH WEEK, TO 
REPARE A "SINGLE INFORMAL COMPOSITE NEGOTIATING TEXT" 

THAT WOULD SERVE AS THE BASIS FOR FURTHER NEGOTIATIONS 
AND REPLACE THE FOUR-PART "REVISED SINGLE NEGOTIATING 
TEXT" PRODUCED LAST YEAR. THE CONFERENCE ALSO AGREED THAT 
THE CURRENT SESSION SHOULD LAST FOR A FULL EIGHT WEEKS, 

TO JULY 15. COMMENTS ON ORGANIZATION OF WORK WERE 
MADE BY REPRESENTATIVES OF CHILE, SOVIET UNION, ECUADOR, 
CYPRUS, CAMEROON, JORDAN, IRAQ, MAURITIUS AND PERU. 
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WITHOUT OBJECTION, THE CONFERENCE AGREED TO INVITE A 
DELEGATION FROM THE UN COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA "TO SIT 
WITH DELEGATIONS AND PARTICIPATE FULLY IN THE WORK OF 
THE CONFERENCE" WITH THE RIGHT TO MAKE STATEMENTS AT 
MEETINGS OF THE CONFERENCE AND ITS COMMITTEES. 

9. SYG'S PRESS CONFERENCE - 

IN MAY 23 PRESS CONFERENCE, SYG WALDHEIM, IN 
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RESPONSE TO QUESTIONS, FULLY SUPPORTED ALL EEFORTS TO 
CONVENE THE GENEVA CONEERENCE ON THE MIDDLE EAST, SAID 
POSITIONS MUST BE CLARIFIED REGARDING BOTH PROCEDURAL 
ASPECTS AND SUBSTANCE, STATED IT WAS IMPORTANT TO USE 
THE MONTHS AHEAD TO BRING POSITIONS CLOSER TO EACH OTHER, 
AND ADDED THAT ALTHOUGH RECENT DEVELOPMENTS MIGHT DELAY 
THE NEGOTIATING PROCESS HE HOPED THE CONFERENCE COULD 
TAKE PLACE BEFORE THE END OE THE YEAR. HE CONSIDERED THE 
SITUATION IN SOUTHERN AFRICA EXTREMELY SERIOUS AND VERY 
DANGEROUS, REEERRED TO THE WESTERN FIVE EEEORTS, NOTED 
PROGRESS HAD BEEN MADE, BUT ADDED IT WAS NOT YET ENOUGH 
TO SOLVE THE PROBLEM. FROM HIS TALKS WITH SECRETARY VANCE 
AND FOREIGN MINISTER GROMYKO IT WAS HIS EIRM IMPRESSION 
BOTH POWERS ARE INTERESTED IN COOPERATING WITH THE UN. 
ASKED IF HE PLANNED TO ATTEND THE MINISTERIAL MEETING IN 
CONNECTION WITH THE NORTH-SOUTH DIALOGUE IN PARIS, HE SAID 
HE HAD BEEN INVITED BUT HIS DECISION WOULD DEPEND ON THE 
ROLE THE SYG WAS EXPECTED TO PLAY. AMONG OTHER THINGS, 

HE SAID ISRAEL HAD AGREED IN PRINCIPLE TO THE CONTINUA- 
TION OE UNDOE'S MANDATE BUT A SYRIAN ANSWER HAD NOT YET 
BEEN RECEIVED. ASKED IE HE THOUGHT THE AMERICAN MEDIA 
HOSTILE TO THE UN, WALDHEIM NOTED THAT ONLY ABOUT TWO 
WEEKS AGO THERE WERE RATHER UNFRIENDLY REPORTS ABOUT THE 
UN BUT THAT WAS THE PREROGATIVE OE A FREE PRESS AND HE 
THOUGHT THEY SHOULD NOT BE TAKEN TOO SERIOUSLY.
